with pain. The bouse was a wieck, 
and when the neighbors entered the 
room they found other members of 
the family lying about the room 
groaning in agony. Tiiey were hastily 
carried out of the death room into 
the open air and in a short time Dr. 
Osbciue was on the scene. 


It was found that Cynthia Ann 


Ferguson, aged eleven, was the worst 
injured. 
She had 
IUD up to 
her 


father when he began pouring the 
powder, or coal, as lie supposed, on 
the fire and was leaning over the 
stove. 
She 
was horribly 
burned 


about the face and hands and chest. 
Toe powder was buried deeply into 
her face and she was an awful sight. 
She lingered five hours in terrible 
agony, breathing her last at the 
county infirmary, whither the whole 
family was removed about 12 o'clock. 


Iva Ferguson, aged six, had also 


run up to toe stove and she was hor- 
ribly burned about the face, cbest 
and bands. 
There was no hope for 


her, either, and she breathed her last 
Sunday night. She suffered great 
pain, at times screaming in agony. 


George W. Ferguson, the unhappy 


father, was burned about the face 
and hands. He was also injured in- 
ternally. It appears that he was 
holding the can of powder in his 
hands when the second explosion 
came and the can was driven int,o his 
stomach with terrific force. He can- 
not recover and his death is looked 
for at any time. 


Mrs. Ferguson was badly burned 


about the head and hands and io- 
baled the flames. 
It was at first 


thought she was not fatally injured, 
but the attending phsyiciao said this 
morning that her case was serious 
and that she would not likely recover. 


Mrs. Ferguson had her little three- 


rnonths-old baby, E«le, in her arms. 
She protected the child and it was 
not badly burned. The child was not 
very strong, however, and the chances 
are that she, too, will be added to the 
i'ist of victims. 


Another little girl, Gertrude, aged 


one and one-half years, was in the 
adjoining room with her sister, -Sal- 
lie. 
She heard her father call and 


rushed into the room just after the 
explosion. 
She fell over parts of the 


stove and her clothing caught fire. 
She was badly burned about the face 
and head, and her hands were burned. 
She will probably recover. 


As soon as the physician had made 


a hurried examination, the whole 
family, with the exception of the 
baby, was taken to the county in- 
firmary and the injured placed in the 
hospital room. The baby was taken 
in charge Dy Mrs. Harry Morris. 
At 


the infirmary Drs. Osborno and W. 
Vf. Smith dressed the injuries of the 
unfortunate family. 


A Times reporter 
visited 
the 


wrecked home at noon. The house 
was found to be a small, one-stiry 
building, of rough boards. It con- 
tained but two rooms and a garret, 
and in these the family of nine had 
lived. The east side cf the room in 
which the stove was located was 
blown out, as was part of the north 
Hide of the house and part of the rocf. 
The store was blown to pieces and 
what little furniture there was in the 
room was demolished. 


The reporter then drove to the 


county infirmary. 
As he entered the 


building a small ragged boy ran up 
to him crying as if his heart would 
break. 
"My sister's dead," was the 


only response the boy gave to an in- 
quiry, and as the reporter entered the 
room where the family was, lie found 
it was a sad fact. 
A little girl with 


her face blackened and disfigured he- 
youd recognition lay cold and stiff in 
death. 
This was Cynthia Ann Fer 


guson. 
On another bed near by lav 


Iva Ferguson and her father, both 
groaning in agony. Mrs. Ferguson 
and Gertrude occupied another bed. 
It was a sad, a pathetic sight. 
Supt. 


Andre and wife were doing all in 
their power' to relieve the sufferings 
of the unfortunate family, and .they 
deserve much credit for their un- 
sellish devotion. 


SALLIE FERGUSON'S STORY. 
A repcrter interviewed Sallie Fergu- 


son, 
the oldest girl, who was in the 


adjoining room. 
She said that after 


the family had eaten breakfast her 
father and brothers had started out 
to hunt wood, 
in a few minutes her 


father came back carrying a powder 
can, 
which he said was full of slack. 


He said he.had found it at the black- 
smith shop. 
He called out to his 


children: 


"Now come here and see what a 


bright light this coal will make.1' As 
he said this he began pouring the 
contents cf the can on the fire." 


The family gathered 
about the 


stove. Then there came an explosion. 
This was the powder which had been 
poured into the stove. It was fol- 
lowed by a more terrific explosion as 
the powder in the can let go and the 
room was filled with smoke. 
"I 


rushed 
in the room," said Sallie 


Ferguson, "and saw my father and 
mother dash outside. 
I 
followed 


them, stumbling over one of the chil- 
dren, and picking hei up as I went." 


Miss Ferguson was of the opinion 


that there was not much coal in the 
can, 


Mr. Ferguson's story is, in the 


main, the same as his daughter's. 
He says he and his boys were out 
hunting wood, when they discovered 
the can of coal, as they supposed, in 
the blacksmith shop. 
He pried off a 


board and got the can. He saya that 
some slack had been thrown In on 
the powder and that he supposed the 
powder had been used from the can, 


and that it was being used to carry 
slack coal. 
Ho threw in another 


shovel full of slack and took tbc can 
borne. Tne explosion followed, as 
above detailed. 


MR. MOUKIS' STORY. 


Harry Morris, who is one of the 


contractors at tlie stoue quarry where 
Ferguson worked, says bhab Alex M. 
Glockner gave them a can of powder 
that, had been in the Hood of 1884. 
It, was probably a sixty-pound can. 
Mr. Morris 
further 
said: 
"The 


powder bad been web and had become 
lumpy, 
resembling slack coal very 


much in appearance. 
We use slack 


coa! at our furnace for sharpening 
tools. This can of powder was setting 
in the building used as a tool room 
and 
smibhshop. Ib 
was 
locked. 


Ferguson and his boys, so the boys 
tell me, were out hunting wood. 
As 


they came to the shr p one of them 
suggested that there was some coa! 
inside. 
Ferguson 
then pulled 
off 


a board and went in. 
We kept our 


slack coal in a barrel and possibly 
some of 
ife had gotten into this 


powder can. 
Afc any rate, Ferguson 


supposed this was alack coal in the 
can instead of powder, lie took ib 
home and called the attention of the 
children to the coal, saying they 
would now have a bright fire and 
begau pouring ib in bhe stove, result- 
ing in the explosions. The flrsb ex- 
plosion was the powder in the stove, 
r,ne second bhe powder in the caa 
held by Mr. Ferguson."

garding the Philippines Is capable of 
only one fair consideration, that uo 
arbitration is needed to elucidate Its 
terms, and that the United States can- 
not admit any other power to figure 
here purely aa a lexicologist. 
They 


•will maintain that the two commis- 
sions are charged to determine whether 
Spain or (.he United States shall in 
future own the Philippines. 


A clear declaration accompanied this 


to the effect that the United States will 
possess 
the Philippines. 
Following 


this declaration the American commis- 
sioners will lay before the Spaniards 
two alternatives. 
First, to accept a 


sum of money from the United States 
?ind to cede and evacuate the Philip- 
pines; second, to lose the Philippines 
co the United States by conquest, with 
the possibility 
of other 
territorial 


losses to indemnify the United States 
for the added expense of conquest. 


This may not 
be an 
ultimatum, 


but it will lack naught of tiie coriclu- 
siveness indicated by that word. This
